State Credit Ranks 
In Vet Bond Sale 


The credit of the State of Cali- 
fornia still ranks highest in the 
nation if the recent successful 


sale of the $5,000,000 block of 
Veterans’ Welfare Bonds is any 
criterion. 


Competition was so keen among 
the banking interests for the 
bonds that an all-time high prem- 
ium was paid for them, as well 
as the record lew interest rate. 
The bankers paid a premium of 
$110,850 for the block of $5,000,- 
000 bonds, and the State will have 
to pay but 23,% a year interest 


on them. 4 


Proceeds from the sale of these 
bonds will be used to finance vet- 
erans’ homes and farms. The vet- 
erans’ Welfare Board is spending 
more than $1,000,000 a month for 
this purpose, according to Thos. 
M. Foley, Chairman. 

Interest and redemption on 
these bonds are paid by veteran 
contract holders who have pur- 
chased properties under the pro- 
visions of the Veterans’ Farm & 
Home Purchase Act, and will not 
cost the taxpayers of the State of 
California one single penny. 

This sale indicates that affairs 
of the Veterans’ Welfare Board 
are on a sound footing, that the 
red tape prevailing in the past 
has been cut, and that veterans 
are getting quick service under 
the present administration of 
Chairman Foley.

A steady increase in the state 
gasoline tax was again shown for 


February, 
cent increase over the tax as 
Sessed in February, 1935.

E. Collins of Redding, Chairman 
of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion made this announcement here 
today.

Every monfh 
since December, 1934, has shown 
an increase over the same month 
for the preceding year.

ment in business conditions.

Combine 
the vegetables and meat, season 
with salt and pepper and turn into 
baking dish. Melt four tablespoons 
butter, add one and a half cups 
sg 0 fresh mushrooms (or use 

anned mushrooms) and sauté 
count until tender. Add two table- 
spoons flour and stir until smooth, 
browning slightly. Add one cup 
milk and one cup water slowly, 
stirring until creamy and smooth, 
and season with one teaspoon salt. 
Pour this over the meat and vege- 
tables. Make the biscuit batter de-~ 
scribed below, and drop by spoon- 
fuls on top of the mixture and 
bake in a hot—425 degree—oven 
for from twenty to twenty-five 
minutes or until a nice brown. 
This makes six servings. 

Biscuit Batter: Sift together one 
cup flour, one and a half teaspoons 
baking powder and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, and cut or rub in three 
tablespoons shortening. Add one- 
third cup milk to one small beaten
